U may be Illuminating to tax-pay, 


ers to learn how much of their money 
is used to build drcadnoiiRhts and to 
equip armies which might yield belter 
ri.sults if applied to baler ends. The 
figures arc taken from Mr. Arthur YV. 
Allen's "Tho Drain o£ Armaments" 
and fiiay be found in the Statesman's 
Year-Book, official reports of the Unit- 
ed States, and other reliable .sources. 


In the fiscal year 1911-12 the United 


Stales spent over 'M million dollars 
for maintaining Its army and 
navy. 


This represents a charge of J2.65 por 
unit of its population. The 
cost of 


the naval and military force consti- 
tuted nearly £7.1 per cent, of the total 
expenditures of the country. 
Kach 


man in the army of the United Slates 
casts the government $1.314 per year. 
What this enormous outliiy for a hypo- 
thetical "war means to tho tax-payer 
is obvious. There Is no reason for sur- 
prifp at the high cost of living In this 
country .when we learn that during tlie 
ye.ir 1SH-12 this country, with less 
than 11 per cent, as many men in its 
army as Prance, spent 60 per cent, as 
much money on'it; with less than 13 
per ceni. as many as 
Germany, it 


spent almost 54 per cent, as much. 
Tho army cost us last year an average 
of more than $1,300 tor each man In it 
as against less than .5400 paid by any 
nation in Europe. Where does 
the 


money come from? Do tho tax-payers 
get what they pay for? Are the men 
who work for their livings willing 
to agree to this extravagance? "We 
make no comment further than to say 
that if the mutual suspicion and dis- 
trust which prompts tho present htigo 
armaments of Europe, with their gall- 
ing financial burdens, aro Justified by 
the facts, civilization Is a thin veneer 
and wo are still savages at heart. But 
it is easier to believe that there is a 
universal and unjustifiable panic, and 
that if the great 'nations would be 
governed by their^reason instead of by 
their fears, show' sincerity themselves 
and credit somo dcsreo of sincerity to 
others, the tension would be relieved." 


Such is the expense of peace under 


arms. The expense of an actual war 
in money and In human life Is fright- 
ful. 
In the first Balkan war Bulgaria 


lost SO.OOO out of 350,000 men with an 
expenditure 
of 
240 million 
dollars. 


Greece lost 10.000 out of 150,000 . men 
and tho expenses were 56 million dol- 
lars. Servia sent 250,000 men to war 
and 30,000 were killed; she spent 124 
million dollars. Montenegro furnished 
30,000 soldiers of whom 8,000 were sac- 
rificed with 3 million 
dollars spent. 


Turkey lost 100,000 men out of 450,000 
and the loss in money amounted to 322 
million dollars. The figures are taken 
from a. letter of Mr. Eugene S. Lucas 
to the Kew York Times. 145 million 
dollars spent In order that 
228,000 


men might be killed.

In its report the com- 
mittee found that the foreign popula- 
tion is at preseni apparently confined 
to the north. 
Sonth of a line drawn 


across the continent in continuation of 
the Ohio river, it says, the people arc 
"scarcely aware of the presence and in- 
fluence of the immigrant." 


Nevertheless, the 
committee 
says, 


figures indicate a southward setting cf 
the tide of immigration and the for- 
eign problem is national rather 
than 


sectional. 


"The prejudice with which the for- 


eigner is usually regarded" says the 
the report "must be broken down." 


The 
committee 
pointed 
out 
the 


need of procuring ministers from for- 
eign races to work among their own 
people here. It was suggested that the 
board of missions otfer to undertake, 
partly at least, the support of priests 
ot the Git?ek church in the work here. 


Finally the committee recommended 


that the rules of,the church be amend- 
ed so as to allow congregations of the 
Russian church and 
kindred commu- 


nions under their own bishops and pas- 
tors "to come Into corporate relations 
with the Episcopal church."

In England 
and France the people arc fully awake 
to the value of having their railroad 
stations and civic prospects look at- 
tractive, and to one used to their ar- 
rangements, the Lowell vista would be 
unbearable. 
IVe cannot hope just yet 


to erect palaces at the Bleachery or 
have hanging gardens at the School 
street crossing, but we may reasonably 
expect a better depot and a 
very 


much improved setting for 
it. One 


who has heard of the fine industrial 
history of Lowell and its wonderful 
mills, must bo 
keenly disappointed 


when he peers from a train that is 
obstructing traffic on Middlesex street 
and surveys the dazzling beauties of 
that classic neighborhood. H is doubt- 
ful if a "City of 
Opportunity" 
sign 


would do much to recompense htm for 
his fallen ideal of industrial America. 


Lowell is indeed a city of opportun- 


ity and we ought to send the fact 
broadcast BO that outsiders may know 
what too many of our own people 
seem to forget. For this purpose all

[s UEC-d to build dreadnoughts and to 
equip armies which zniRht yield better 
results if applied to better ends. The 
figures are taken'from Mr. Arthur YS 
r. 


Allen's ""Tho Drain of Armaments" 
and may be found in the Statesman's 
Year-Book, official reports of, the Unit- 
ed States, and other reliable tources. 


In tho tiscal year 1911-12 the United 


States spent over 214 million dollars 
for maintaining its army and 
navy. 


Thfs represents a charge of 42.65 per 
unit of iia population. Tho 
cost 
of 


the naval and military force coi.'.sli- 
luted nearly 27.1 per cent, of tho ti'tal 
expenditures of tho country. 
Each 


man in the array of the United Slates 
costs tho government $1,314 per year. 
What this enormous outlay for a hVpo- 
thoticsl war means to the tax-payer 
is obvious. There Is no reason for ciir- 
priso at the high cost of living in thin 
country .when wo learn that during the 
year 1911-13 this country, with less

two of them and wounded one, but th: i 
harbor master was wounded. Hnwcv- ' 
cr. we captured 14 men. The tiarloi- 


master afterward received the decora- 
tion of mandarin of tho fifth class, and 
at the same time I was made a man- 
darin of tho sixth class. This ivould 
have been a lot of use to me had I 
remained In the service.
